“C” — for concentra¬ 
tion; “O” — for observation; and 
“D” — for deliberation. He claim¬ 
ed that when a person is “not” 
concentrating on his drivin g and 
“not” observing everything about 
him, he has difficulty in deliberat¬ 
ing the safest action to take when 
faced with a situation which leads 
to an accident.

November Traffic 
Accidents Increase 

Alberta traffic accidents are in¬ 
creasing four times faster now 
than in 1966. At the same time, 
the number of registered vehicles 
in this provihce only grew half as 
fast during 1969 as it did four 
years ago. 

This startling contrast was not¬ 
iced by the Alberta Safety Coun¬ 
cil while November traffic acci¬ 
dent statistics were being studied. 

A summary of these statistics was 
released by the council «.ecentiy. 

By Nov. 30, traffic accidents in 
Alberta totaled more than 50,000. 
This was more than 19 per cent 
ahead of the total for the same 11 
month period in 1968. In the com¬ 
parable period of 1966, accidents 
were up by five per cent compar¬ 
ed with 1965. 

The number of accidents increas¬ 
ed by nine per cent during 1967, 
and by 14 per cent during 1968. In 
1968, total accidents outnumbered 
new vehicle registrations for the 
first time. 

During these same four years, 
Alberta vehicle registrations in¬ 
creased from about 616,000 ito over 
800,000. Using the registration to¬ 
tals given for Nov. 30 of each of 
the years, (latest for which com¬ 
parable figures are available) the 

_ Safety Council found percentage 
increases in registrations fell from 
10.5 per cent in 1966 to 6.9 per 
cent in 1967, and to 5 per cent for 
both 1968 and 1969. 

The Safety Council has not yet 
drawn any conclusions from these 
figures. Further investigation will 
have to be done. A more complete 
review of these figures, including 
a comparison of the growth in op¬ 
erator licenses with accident 
growth, will be included in the Al¬ 
berta Safety Council’s year-end 
wrap-up of traffic statistics to be 
released in late January. 

During November 1969, there 
were 5,189 accidents recorded 
compared with 4,340 for the same 
month last year. According to re¬ 
ports received by the Safety Court 
cil, there were 42 deaths, and 915 
injuries during the month. In 
November 1968, 48 people died in 
traffic accidents. Exactly the same 
number of people were injured, 
915. 

By the end of November, the 
death toll in Alberta reached 401, 
up 5 per' cent from a year ago. 
Of all major centres, only Red 
Deer remained without a fatality 
by November 30.
